! he failed to align tile officer*. 
He 
further failed to com m and “ inspec­ 
tion arm s,’’ and did not do so until 
prompted by th e inspecting officer, 
and when so prompted, failed to as­ 
sum e the proper ignition in giving the 
order. 
N o a ttem p t was made at any 
further inspection than th a t of open­ 
ing and closing ranks, arid a few of 
the simpler com m ands in th e manual

T he company was Dot 
re­ 
quired to -tack arms w ith the swivel, 
as the m embers had never been in ­ 
structed therein. 
Loading and firing 
also received th e go by. 
Knapsacks! 
were conspicuous by their absence. N o ; 
at tem p t was made in the setting up 
exercises, as th e men had never had 
any practice In this line.

T h e N e w s R e v ie w has aimed at 
giving our National guardsmen, of 
East Liverpool, sim ple Justice in the 
above report, as it wishes the organi 
zation well and believes th a t E com ­ 
pany can be brought up to a high 
standard and made to reflect credit 
upon East Liverpool. 
T h e organiza­ 
tion h a sb een in very bad shape—no 
one acquainted w ith the Inside his­ 
tory will deny this. 
But the indica- 
f ions now are th a t it will flourish and 
prosper, and th a t Colonel Gevger will 
next year be enabled to order a full, 
com plete 
and thorough Inspection* 
and th a t all m ovem ents and orders 
will be responded to w ith skill and 
precision.

Ills fame will last as long as 
the English language or any oilier 
language is spoken In Hie civilized 
world, riot because of th e deeds of bls 
ancestry, but because of th e deeds 
done by h im self for the good of hu­ 
manity; by bls truthfulness, ids kind­ 
ness, his stern Integrity. ills valor in 
war, and his wisdom in peace, he 
built his fame. 
Lord Brougham said: 
Until tim e shall be no more will the 
test of the progress which our race 
bas made in wisdom and virtue be de­ 
rived from th e veneration paid to tin;
